Under terms of the amending 
bill to the Fuel Oil Tax Act, now 
before the Alberta legislature, | 
the rebate of six cents a gallon | 
remains unchanged.

Key City in Ethiopia Cam- 
paign Laid Waste By 


Airplane

ADDIS ABABA, March 23. — 
Ninetcen bombing planes dropped 
more than 1,000 gas, incendiary 
and explosive bombs on Jijiga 
Sunday, killing scores of civilians, 
the government announced here. 
Roaring northward from General 
Redolfo Graziani’s southern base 
at Neghelli, the Italian squadron 
hovered, for more than an hour, 
over the key Ethiopian city, situ- 
ated about 25 miles east of Harar, 
while it dropped its deadly cargo,

IS DISCUSSED 
BY MEMBERS 


‘Varying Views Are Pre- 
sented to Legislative 


Committee 


Repeal of amendments made to 
the Alberta Liquor Control Act 
at the 1934 session of the legis- 
lature and the taking of a plebis- 
cite as requested by 55,000 Alberta 
residents in a petition presented 
te the government several years 
ago, were requests made to the 
Legislative agricultural commit- 
tee on Mondsy by a delegation 
representing the Associated Tem- 
Perance Forces of Alberta. 

The delegation expressed dis- 
approval of the policy of allowing 
beer to be taken off the premises 
for consumption elsewhere. 

Members of the legislative com- 
mittee were sharply divided on the 
question, with some speaking 
strongly in favor of permitting the 
farmers to have their beer on Sat- 
urday nights or any other night 
and some feeling that there should 
be greater restriction of gales. 


FILES PROTEST 


A. L. Marks, appearing as coun-

Arthritis is one of the most important of 
modern diseases because of the fact that it 
causes more suffering and keeps a larger num- 
ber of people from useful work than any other 
chronic disorder, While arthritis it not a killing 
disease, it stands supreme as a crippler. In ad- 
dition to the painful nature

Woodsworth Says Canada 
Has No Share in Britain’s 


Foreign Policy 


TORONTO. March 23—J. 8S. 
Woodsworth, member of parliament 
for Winnipeg North Centre, and 
leader of the Co-Operative Com- 
monwealth Federation, deciared to 
a public meeting here Sunday that 
it was his personal opinion that 
the majority of the house of com- 
mons would vote against Canada 
becoming involved in any European 
war. 


NOT RESPONSIBLE 

The C. C. F. leader told the meet- 
ing, held under the auspices of the 
Women's League of Peace and Free- 
dom, that Canada has no share in 
deciding Great Britain’s foreign 
policies and should not be held re- 
sponsible in assisting her in their 
settlement. 

He contended all members of the
